Our  Sixtieth 
Anniversary  Story 

Sixty  years  ago  my  grandfather, 
Edward  Gillett,  founded  a  Fern  and 
Flower  Farm  at  Southwick,  Massachu¬ 
setts.  Previous  to  1878  that  particular 
phase  of  American  flora  had  not  been  • 
championed.  Thus  he  pioneered  the 
culture  of  Native  Ferns  and  Wild  Flow¬ 
ers  and  gradually  established  the  fore¬ 
most  Fern  and  Wild  Flower  Nursery  in 
America. 


EDWARD  GTLLETT  ^  ,  ,  ,  ,  ,  ^  , 

1849-1931  In  the  early  days  the  founder  did 

practically  all  the  collecting  of  ferns  and 
wild  flowers  himself.  As  the  years  rolled  by  he  gradually  confined 
himself  to  growing  some  from  seeds  and  letting  others  do  the  collecting. 
Plants  were  brought  in  by  collectors  from  all  sections  of  the  country, 
and  those  that  became  readily  acclimated  became  part  of  the  stock  of 
this  nursery.  He  was  really  the  pioneer  in  developing  an  interest  in 
native  plants,  and  like  all  pioneering,  it  proved  hard  work.  But  "keep¬ 
ing  everlastingly  at  it"  found  its  reward  in  due  time. 


About  1900  the  founder,  during  a  trip  to  the  South,  became  impressed 
with  the  beauty  and  possible  value  to  the  North  of  native  Azaleas  and 
Rhododendrons.  He  shipped  some  for  experimental  purposes  and 
found  them  perfectly  hardy  and  easily  adaptable  to  northern  condi¬ 
tions.  That  marked  the  beginning  of  dealing  in  this  type  of  native 
shrub  material,  all  previous  efforts  having  practically  been  confined 
to  Ferns  and  native  Wild  Flowers. 

When  my ‘‘father,  Kenneth  E.  Gillett,  assumed  the  management  of 

the  business  in  1926  the  nursery  included  nearly  fifty  acres  of 
Rhododendrons,  Azaleas  and  Mountain  Laurel.  Although  my  grand¬ 
father  was  not  burdened  with  the  actual  management  of  the  business 
he  retained  his  keen  interest  therein  until  his  death  in  May  1931. 

The  Broadleaved  Evergreens  were  much  loved  by  my  father  so  he 
expanded  the  nursery  until  at  the  present  time  it  contains  more  than 
one  hundred  acres  of  nursery  grown  material.  To  the  trade  he  was 
widely  known  as  the  "Rhododendron  King".  When  death  claimed  him 


November  7,  1932  the  business  sus¬ 
tained  an  irreparable  loss.  However, 
the  standards  that  both  my  grand¬ 
father  and  father  used  in  doing  busi¬ 
ness  still  hold  true  under  the  present 
management  and  are  such  that  we 
have  many  satisfied  customers  and 
friends  all  over  the  country.  Sixty  years 
of  growing  the  best  plants  that  nature 
enables  us  to  produce  have  taught  us 
the  necessity  of  careful  handling  and 
packing  and  this  factor  has  enabled  us 
to  hold  our  customers  and  convert 
them  into  friends.  kenneth  e.  gillett

HARDY  FERNS 

Hardy  Ferns  are  being  used  in  quantity  for  massed  plantings,  and  selections  can 
be  made  to  suit  almost  any  location.  Such  places  as  corners  about  the  house  where 
the  sun  doesn't  strike  can  be  beautified  by  the  use  of  Hardy  Ferns.  There  are  a  few 
varieties  which  will  thrive  in  open  sun,  yet,  for  the  most  part,  they  will  give  much 
better  results  planted  in  a  shady  location. 

Hardy  Ferns  can  be  planted  in  either  the  spring  or  fall.  Care  should  be  taken  in 
not  planting  them  too  deep.  Those  varieties  with  a  crown,  plant  level  with  the 
surface,  while  those  growing  from  underground  root  stalks,  plant  just  below  the 
surface.  Ferns  thrive  in  a  light  and  porous  soil  with  a  goodly  amount  of  leaf-mold.

To  the  group  of  plants  which  can  be  conveniently  classed  as  Bog  Plants  belong 
some  of  the  most  interesting  varieties  of  our  American  flora.  These  require  a  damp 
situation  in  which  the  moisture  must  be  constant  yet  not  excessive. 


Native  Orchids  can  be  successfully  grown  under  the  right  conditions.  The 
Cypripedium  acaule  should  be  planted  where  the  soil  is  very  light,  composed 
chiefly  of  sand  and  where  the  drainage  is  exceptionally  good,  and  should  always 
be  planted  in  the  shade.  The  Cypripedium  spectabile  requires  boggy  conditions 
where  there  is  constant  moisture.  The  Cypripedium  pubescens  will  grow  either 
under  boggy  conditions  or  in  a  rich  wood  soil  in  the  shade.

PRICES — The  prices  in  this  list  include  packing  and  delivery  to  the  local  ex¬ 
press  or  freight  station.  In  the  case  of  Broadleaved  Evergreens  and  Azaleas,  where 
they  are  shipped  with  balls  of  earth,  the  price  includes  careful  digging  and  burlap¬ 
ping.  Packing  will  be  charged  for  in  addition,  at  cost,  for  Wholesale  Trade. 

When'  Bulbs  or  Ferns  are  ordered  in  small  quantities  they  can  be  delivered  by 
parcel  post  and  an  extra  charge  of  10%  of  the  cost  of  the  plants  should  be  added  to 
cover  delivery  charges  East  of  the  Mississippi  River  and  20%  on  orders  to  points 
West  of  the  Mississippi  River. 

Five  of  any  one  variety  and  size  v/ill  be  sold  at  the  10  rate.  Thirty  or  more  of 
any  one  variety,  at  the  100  rate. 

A  discount  of  2%  will  be  given  when  remittance  accompanies  the  order.  All  un¬ 
known  Parties  should  send  remittance  with  order. 

All  shipments  will  be  accompanied  by  Certificates  of  Inspection,  both  Federal 
and  State.
